London, July 28.— One of the Char- 
tered South Africa Company's subsidiary 
companies yesterday voted £50,000 to 
assist the Chartered South Afriea Com- 
pany in suppressing the Matabele re- 
volt. This subsidiary company also re- 
solved to ask the other companies to join 
in raising X 150,000 lor that purpose. 

The press correspondents at Bulawayo 
in their dispatches this morning com- 
piain that the authorities are hushing 
up the details of the recent lights whit 
are said to be not so favorable to the 
British forces as the reports allowed to 
be sent indicate. These correspondents 
assert that persons arriving at Bulawayo 
from the front report that the Matabele 
manifest extreme confidence and dis 
play great arrogance, jeering at the 
whites and calling them cowards. 

The Daily News says that it hears 
that Cecil Rhodes intends at the earli 
est possible opportunity to communi- 
cate with the parliamentary committee 
which is to investigate the Jameson 
raid and to fully disclose everything he 
kiiows-about the raid. 

The Chronicle publishes a letter from 
Bulawayo this morning giving a charac- 
teristic description by Burnharn, the 
American scout, who has done such ex- 
cellent service against the Matabele, 
of his shooting of Mlimo, the Matabele 
god, in a cave in the Matoppo hills, 
while ho was in the very act of per- 
forming some of the religious mummeries 
by which he maintained his hold on 
the superstitious natives. The Chroni- 
cle's correspondent says of the Ameii- 
oan: Among the workmanlike and pic- 
turesque figures here scarcely one 
catches and charms the eye more than 
the spry and alert form of Burnharn. 
Years ago Selous (the famous elephant 
hunter, said to be the original of Rider 
Haggard's "Allen Quatermain ") cap- 
tivated me with his wondrous hunter's 
eye. Now Burnam does the same. 

The trades conciliation bill has passed 
its third readirg. The Uganda railway 
bill passed its second reading in the 
British House of Commons by a vote of 
239 to 2G, after Mr. Cur/.on had urged 
that if Great Britain did not make a 
railway to the Victoria Nyanza, ler- 
many would do so. 

The Uganda railway iB already umb i 
construction. The proposed route it 
from Mom baza, on the Zanzibar coast ol 
Fast Africa, northwesterly, passing to 
the north of Kilimanjaro through the 
country of the vVallaniba to n 
point near Kikuya, passing Lake 
Nyayasha, coining out upon the 
Victoria Nyanza in Kavairondo 
at Berkeley Bay on the northeast of the 
lake. The route is described as being 
for most of the distance over a gently 
rising and falling in places, slightly 
undulating country, possessing few en- 
gineering difficulties with the exception 
of several sharp rises. It is intended 
that a train shall do the entire journey 
in eight days. It is said that it will 
only run during the day time and 
strong permanent stations will be erected 
at, places where the train stops for the 
night. 

The parliamentary secretary for for- 
eign affairs, Mr. George X. Curzon, in 
the House of Commons to-day said the 
Venezuela statement had not yet reach- 
ed the government, but was on the way 
here from Washington and would be 
laid on the table on arrival. 

The trial of Dr. Jameson and his asso- 
ciates in the Transvaal raid reached a 
concluding stage to-day. .Sir Edward 
Clarice and Sir Frank Lockwood, for the 
defendants, occupied all the morning in 
their pleas for the prisoners, and Sir 
Richard Webster, Q.C., attorney-general, 
in behalf of the government was reply- 
ing at 1 o'clock. 

A despatch to the Kolnische Zeitung, 
of Berlin, from Warsaw says that several 
arrests have been made there to-dav of 
persons who were found to be connected 
with an impending Polish revolutionary 
movement. The movement isof a serious 
character. t. 

The result of the election of a presi- 
dent of Chili to succeed Jorge Montt, 
whose period in oflice expires on Decem- 
ber 10, is, so far aw known, 145 electoral 
votes for Frederic Errazuris and 137 for 
Vincente Reyes. 

The Globe this afternoon publishes a 
long article headed " American Com- 
munism," and concludes by remarking: 
" There is a clear issue between gold 
standard allies tu extreme protection and 
free coinage coupled with confiscatory 
socialism. Whether McKinler or Bryan 
is elected, British interests are bound to 
suffer. 

The St. James Gazette this afternoon 
publishes an editorial of the same tenor 
as the article in the Globe, headed 
" American Communism." 

The Timet has a dispatch from Mad- 
rid, as follows: " ft is stated the gov- 
ernment paid the enormous price of 
£700,000 each for the two war vessels re- 
cently bought at Genoa, while a contract 
has just been given for two torpedo 
boat destroyers to cost £00,000, which is 
dearer than the tender of the lirst class 
English Arm, on the ground that a 
quicker delivery can be secured. Noth- 
ing Bhort of a panic can explain such ex- 
travagance."

At the Bonanza claim the foreman, 
Mr. Sam H. Reid, during a recent thun 
der storm, waa lying on bis back in bed, 
when be was struck in the neck by a 
flash of lightning which traversed th 
whole length of his body, leaving a bright 
red mark all the way, from his knee 
down zig-zagged. He was rendered 
unconscious ami for several days 
Buffered agonies, hut is able to attend to 
bis duties again. 

Several bush lires have occurred 
this vicinity of late, one coming so close 
to itie town thut the bucket brigade was 
called out and ranged alone the main 
street. The Vancouver shaft house, just 
above the town, wad burned to ilie 
ground. 

Some of the small creeks are beginning 
to dry up. The farm produce of Pavilion 
seems to be a failure this year, not only 
hay and grain hut vegetables and fruit. 
The shortage in the hay crop is princi- 
pally noticeable, and Mr. Carson, on the 
mountain, believes that he will not have 
a good half crop.

ROSSLAND. 

(From the Kossland Prospector ) 

The Btrike made in the west tunnel of 
the Evening Star hiBt Friday sent the 
stock ol that mine up seven cents, it 
now being quoted at 20c. The new lind 
is an S-foot ledge of good grade ore, car- 
rying free gold, and was narrowly miss- 
ed last fall when the tunnel was aban- 
doned, although within a few feet of the 
ledge. This find will enhance the value 
of all the mines on Monte Cristo moun- 
tain. The Evening Star looks well in 
all its openings. 

Mr. Shaubert, from London, is in 
Rossland for the purpose of looking up 
mining properties on behalf of certain 
London syndicates. He thinks that in 
the next six months there will be many 
large investments of English capital 
made in Trail ('reek. 

The (ireen Crown mineral claim, 
which the Miner states has no ground 
left, has been surveyed during the past 
few days hy J. A. Kirk, a most reliable 
surveyor, who found the discovery post 
on the old Alabama clai in , and the sur- 
vey givea the Green Crown thirteen acres 
of ground clear. 

On the Phtunix they are extending t he 
shaft to a depth of .SO feet. They are 
going down on good oro all the way. 

On Granite No. '2, CoriH. there is a fine 
showing of ore 80 inches wide in the 
shaft, which ia down only 8 feet. The 
vein is widening as depth is reached. 

Work waB cimmenced yesterday on 
the Red Point, on Red mountain. 'This 
claim is owned by the Kootenay Col- 
umbia Mining Co., who also own the 
Wellington mine, in the Slocan. 

On the north Fork of Murphy creek 
and around the headwaters of Boulder 
creek there are some good properties. 
Mr. Mtiekey, the pioneer of that section, 
is developing the Nevada, which has a 
ledge carrying much mineralized rock.

The ledge is in. the face of the- 
tunnel at a distance of 10G feet and at a 
depth of a little over 50. feet, and shows 
an ore body 4,'o feet in width of the ex- 
cellent copper ore characteristic of that, 
locality. 

Work on the Iron< Mask is beinir 
pushed rapidly. The- main shaft ia 
down 110 feet and cuts the main lead, 
allowing an ore bod/, over 6 feet in 
width, which assays as high as $1.00 in 
gold and 12 per cent, copper. One thou- 
sand live hundred tons of ore already 
shipped gave returns of over $75 to the 
ton.

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Disorderly Scene at the International 
Socialist Labor and Trades 
Congress. 

" These Are the People Who Waut 
to Govern the World," Said 
a Delegate. 



London, July 27.— This morning the 
International Socialist, Labor and 
Trades' Union Congress opened in St. 
Martin's town hall. The session was de- 
voted to wrangling as to whether An- 
archists should be admitted. The group 
of Anarchists present behaved in a noisy 
and turbulent manner and the chairman 
promised to have a force of police handy 
to expel them from future sessions if 
necessary. 

In welcoming the foreign delegates, 
Chairman Cowey said that he hoped 
that some well-defined and concerted ac- 
tion would arise out of the deliberations 
of the congress. Ilerr Singer, a German 
delegate, M. Vaillant and M. Vender 
Veltle, a Belgian delegate, replied, 
dwelling upon the benefits to 
be derived from universal bro- 
therhood. Ilerr Singer said that the 
German socialists did not want the 
dreibund nor the Ruseo-Franco alliance. 
They needed, he added, only one alli- 
ance, that of the workers of the world 
against their natural enemies. In the 
meanwhile a number of Anarchists, who 
had been refused entry upon the 
floor of the hall and who had 
paid to be admitted to the bal- 
cony, when a motion was put not 
to discuss after to-day amendments to 
the standing orders in favor of the ad- 
mission oT Anarchists, rose vehemently 
and protested auainsu the motion. The 
protesters against the motion were 
mostly foreigners, and the occupants of 
*hfl balcony tried to supp^ss thorn. 
This added to the tumult, whii.ch soon 
epre: id to the floor of the hall, V.here 
several delegates sympathizing with tht 
Anarchists rose and denounced the so- 
called attempt to closure the discussion. 
This was the. signal for a tremendous 
uproar to begin. It was impossible ^ 
follow the remarks of Malate&ta, the 
Italian Anarchist, although he was one 
of the noisiest in the hall, and did every- 
thing ho possibly could to make himself 
heard. 

Several attacks were made upon the 
platform but the would-be orators were 
violently burled off. Attempts made to 
eject the Anarchists failed. The dele- 
gates behaved like madmen, standing 
on the tables, waving their arms and 
veiling at the top of their voices in a 
half-dozen different languages. The 
scene was almost a pandemonium. Dur- 
ing' the attempt to seize the platform 
tho lady reporters lied from the ball. 
Chairman Cowey was inaudible and 
swung a huge railway bell with both 
hands in bis attempt'" !" restore order. 
But this only added to the din. 

Benjamin Piekard, president of the 
Miners' Federation of Great Britain, M. 
P. (advanced Liberal) lor Normanton 
division of the west riding of Yorkshire, 
vvho was one of the delegates, gazing at 
the scene of disorder with a face reflect- 
ing comical despair, rose and said: 
"These are the people who want to 
govern the world !' 

Finally the proprietor of the hall en- 
tered and declared he would close the 
building unless the delegates behaved in 
a 'more orderly manner. This hail a 
calming ell'ect upon the Socialists and 
the uproar subsided.

REPL'LS K IN SOUTH AFRICA. 

Nicholson Compelled to W itudraw— Imperial 
Troops Telegraphed For. 

London, July '27. — Tho Daily Tele- 
graph has a dispatch from Bulawayo 
which says: " Gen. Carrington is rais- 
ing a volunteer force of 50 men. Cecil 
Rhodes has arrived here. Laing's re- 
cent light south of the Matoppo hills, in 
which the Matabeles were repulsed with 
a Iosb of iiO men, was with Lobengula's 
crack regiment, which had been care- 
fully trained in European methods of 
warfare after the conquest of Matabele- 
land." 

The following Bulawayo despatch is 
primed by the Chronicle: "Nicholson's 
patrol, 300 strong, was checked yester- 
day in t he narrow gorge at, the north end 
of the Matoppo hills leading to Taugus 
stronghold. The enemy, in great 
strength, occupied an impregnable 
position, and were fully equipped with 
rifles and ammunition. The straight- 
nees of their shooting is remarkable. 
The Cape boys (with Nicholson's 
patrol) cleared the neighboring 
heights of the enemy, killing twenty 
rebels, hut the gallant attempt to force 
a passage was checked by a heavy lire 
from the caves studding the mountain, 
delivered at close range. Nicholson loBt 
five troopers and two Cape bovs in a 
few minutes, lie therefore withdrew 
his forces and returned to camp." 

Another Bulawayo dispatch says that 
in consequence of the repulse of Nichol- 
son by the Matebeles, Imperial troops 
have been telegraphed for. 

A dispatch to the Daily Telegraph 
from Fort Tubs says: " Lions are preva- 
lent around the fort owing to cattle dy- 
ing of rinderpest." 

A disputch from Capetown reports 
that intelligence received from Bula- 
wayo is that the Matabele are auain 
massing around that place. The situa- 
tion seems to be no better than it was 
last April, when Bulawayo was practi- 
cally besieged for weeks and it was only 
possible to retreat to Mafeking in tho 
south by hard service and constant 
watchfulness on the part of the forces in 
Bulawayo. 



CONFLAGRATION AT BELFAST. 

Harland & Wolfs Engineering Works Be- 
stroyed— Ship-Builders' Works 
Burned. 

Belfast, Jul}' 27. — The engineering 
works of Harland & Wolf and Workmen 
& Clarke's ship-builder's shop with their 
contents have been almost wiped out by 
fire. Tho conflagration started in the 
establishment of Harland & Wolf, and 
spread to the Workmen A Clarke Com- 
pany's yards, which are alone damaged 
to the amount of $1,51)0,000. The pro- 
perty destroyed is partly insured. 

The works, with the marine engineer- 
ing works attached, cover an area of 
nearly eighty acres. The (inns em- 
ployed upwards of 8,000 hands, and the 
compulsory idleness of a large number 
will cause much inconvenience, if not 
Buffering, among, their families. 
The lirms were on the Admiralty lists as 
competent to build vessels for the royal 
navy. The fire began early this morn- 
ing in the engineering department and as 
a high was blowingthe flames spread rap- 
idly, despite the efforts of the local fire- 
men, who were irreatly assisted in their 
work by the employes in the yards. The 
lire was communicated to the buildings 
in the shipyard of Clarke & Co. The 
buildings in both yards, which were 
mostly huge wooden structures, were de- 
stroyed. An immense quantity of valu- 
able machinery belonging to vessels now 
in course of finishing at the yards, was 
ruined, as were also the tools and ma- 
chinery belonging to the various shops. 

TRAINS FIRED UPON. 

Cuban insurgents Derail Trains— Prisoners 
Shot by Spaniards— Women Forward- 
ing Supplies to Rebels. 







Havana, July 27.— The insurgents 
have fired upon an Artemisa train at tho 
farm of Belumen, province of Pinardel 
Rio. They removed the rails]"and de- 
railed the cars, four of which contained 
passengers. The insurgents have also 
derailed three passenger cars of a 
train near Consolacion, province ofPinar 
del Rio. The insurgent prisoners were 
shot this morning at the Castle of San 
Severino, Matanzas. The insurgent 
leader, Garcia, has caused to be deliv- 
ered to officers, representing Col. Moli- 
no, eight soldiers who had been captured 
by Garcia's force in the attack on 
Matacagua. 

In order to prevent the passing of a 
convoy of provisions and ammunition, 
bound for Caibaguan, the insurgents 
have burned the bridge near Sancti 
Spiritus. Another train has been dyn- 
amited in the Neuvitas district of the 
province of Puerto Principe. There was 
no loss of life. 

Tho police, acting upon information 
from a lady who owned a small hotel at 
Barabas, which the insurgents have been 
in the habit of visiting and from whence 
their wives or companions succeeded in 
entering Santa Clara about twice u 
month, arrested recently while leaving 
that city Senora Joquina Larduy, her 
father Juan Pablo and her nephew Ben- 
igno. They bad with them three horses 
loaded with groceries, etc., and a quan- 
tity of cloth and dry goods, evidently in- 
tended for the insurgents. In addition 
the prisoners were found to have files 
tied about their legs and hidden by their 
stockings. 

IN THE COLORADO DESERT. 

Two mining Prospectors Supposed to Have 
Been Lost. 

Pomona, Cat., July 27. — Edward M. 
Clark and Harry Sanford, who started 
to drive across the Colorado desert from 
Banning, Gal., to Yuma, Arizona, six 
weeks ago, have undoubtedly been lost 
on the desert. They went on a mining 
and prospecting tour along the Colorado 
river, and were " grub-staked " by James 
Coyle, a Pomona hotel proprietor. Coyle 
heard from Clark at Banning, and eight 
days later from Volcano Springs. From 
that place Clark wrote that their 
sufferings on the desert had 
been fearful. They were almost 
out of provision?, but pushed on to 
Yuma, eight miles distant. They en- 
countered fearful heat and desert sand 
storms. Coyle has heard nothing from 
Clark and Sandford since. The other 
ilay n prospector named Higgins sent 
word that he bail found two bodies 
answering the description of Clark ami 
Sandford on the desert, 25 miles from 
Volcano Springs. The bodies were de- 
composed but the clothing was identi- 
fied, and two miles distant a d»-i i uorse 
was found with a wagon anaweimg the 
description of their vehicle.

New Yukk, July 27. — The opening of 
the Stock Exchange to-day was charac- 
terized by weakness.

When Parliament 
meets in a few weeks the Liberals 
will have control of the Legis- 
lature, and they can adopt any 
policy which the Liberal majority 
approves.

If a Republican or a 
Populist President and House of Repre- 
sentatives are elected in November next 
it will be many months before the vic- 
torious party can get hill control of the 
affairs ot the Republic.

It is difficult to 
see why Mr. Laurier has made these 
distinctions which cannot be considered 
other than invidious. Mr. Paterson and 
Sir II. G. Joly are appointed to 
the office of Controller — an of- 
fice the Liberals contend — intended 
for young men who are only 
apprentices in statesmanship. Neither 
Mr. Paterson nor Sir Henri July Is a 
young man, and neither of them ran be 
considered a " green hand" in politics. 
Appointing them to the office of Con- 
troller is therefore contrary to the spirit 
and the intention of the law as it is in- 
terpreted by the Liberals themselves. 
Having contravened the law by appoint- 
ing these gentlemen to offices intended 
for hoys in politics, Mr. Laurier is 
very far indeed from mending matters 



■da aro a very striking illustration of 
the extreme democratic character of 
its Government. There is a Governor- 
General who reigns, but does not gov- 
ern. There is a Queen across the seas, 
whose viceroy and representative Lord 
Aberdeen is. There is a Privy Council 
and a Colonial Office in London, with a 
very masterful Colonial Minister in the 
person of Mr. Joseph Chamberlain. 
There is a Parliament which still, for 
certain purposes, has jurisdiction in the 
affairs of Canada. And not one of them 
all interferes, ordreamspf interfering, 'n 
this peaceful exercise of the will of the 
people of Canada with respect to their 
rulers. Canada, in other words, though 
a British colony, makes her own laws, 
chooses her own Legislature and her 
own Ministers, ami in all matters 
essential to liberty or to her social life 
is her own mistress. Is it, then, worth 
while to pretend that the existence of a 
great democracy of live millions of people 
on our northern borders is a menace to 
this Republic? Yet that is what, some of 
the jingo papers have lately been saying. 
If they will simply print the facts, ami 
show tn their rentiers the Canadians in 
the act of determining their own destin- 
ies by their own votes, the spectre of 
monarchical menace will vanish out of 
sight.

When Sir Mackenzie Botvell was placed 
in circumstances precisely similar he 
acted very differently. When he found 
it necessary to appoint men worthy of 
Cabinet rank to the office of Controller 
he unhesitatingly gave them the position 
in the Government to which they were 
entitled by their abilities and their party 
standing. There are some ignorant per- 
sons who questioned the Premier's 
power to do this, hut the present Leader 
of the Government is not to he placed in 
this category. He, as the appointments 
to seats in the Cabinet show, knows 
that the power of the Premier 
in choosing members of the Cabinet 
is practically unlimited. The theory 
is that ho is to choose his colleagues 
in the Government from the two 
branches of the Legislature. It is to be 
assumed that his associates in the Ad- 
ministration — all its members as well 
as its leader — enjoy the confidence of 
Parliament. Put Mr. Laurier has not 
hesitated to choose as members of the 
Cabinet men who werenotiu either branch 
of the Dominion Legislature. He went 
even further than this, for he chose two 
gentlemen for places in his Administra- 
tion who had just been rejected by tho 
people at the polls. If this is not 
stretching his prerogative as First Min- 
ister it is difficult to say what is. When 
we find that to make these irregular ap- 
pointments Mr. Laurier passed over 
members of liiH party who had borne 
the heat and burden of the long day of 
Opposition — meuibera who aro in every 
respect superior to those ho fav- 
ored— surprise at tho use which 
he made of his prerogative 
as Premier isgreatly increased. Appoint- 
ing worthy and well qualified men 
placed in the office of Controller to seatB 
in tho Cabinet would be an insignificant 
stretch of power compared to that which 
he exercised in more thVn one caso. 



Is it wise in the Times to take for 
granted that all that a discontented 
He! la Coola colonist says is the unde- 
niable truth? Would it not be fair, not 
only to the Government hut to the 
Province, to make a few inquiries be- 
fore it gave what may be the groundless 
complaint of an unreasonable settler its 
editorial sanction?

The Toronto Mail and Empire .Iocs 
not hold the plebiscite in very high 
esteem as a means of testing public 
opinion. It, however, sees that the 
Liberals are clever enough to make it 
serve their ends.

The grazing farms 
and the market farms are doing well, 
while the grain farms, still managed on 
the methods of long ago and of the most 
limited area, cannot be expected by any- 
one of common Bense to compete with 
the immense and scientifically operated 
ranches of Western America. Before re- 
turning to England, Mr. Wood is visit- 
ing every section of Western Canada, to 



thoroughly acquaint himself with its 
special requirements in the matter ol 
settlers.

C.A. have placed on record their appre- 
ciation of the efforts of the amateur 
minstrels in behalf of the band instru- 
ment funds by adopting unanimously a 
vote of thanks to Messrs. J. M. Finn, 
George E. Powell, George Busliby, 1m ed 
Richardson, W. R. Higgins, and all others 
identified with the recent minstrel per- 
formances. The accounts and vouchers 
in connection therewith may be in- 
spected at any time during the next ten 
days at Major F. B. Gregory's office. 

The bush fires appear to have burned 
themselves out in the southern portion 
at least of Vancouver Island, and no 
more alarming reports are now received. 
Serious damage by the fires i« reported 
from a logging camp about 1U0 miles up 
the Mainland coast, at Humphrey's in- 
let, where thirty men were working. 
The flames surrounded the cam p in the 
night when all were sleeping, and the 
women folk had an unhappily narrow 
escape, being forced to take to the water 
for their lives. Ten of the men have re- 
turned to Vancouver and report the 
complete destruction of the camp. 

The directors of the British Columbia 
Agricultural and Industrial Association 
met in the city hall last evening to con- 
sider the advisability of holding an exhi- 
bition this year. There was a large 
attendance and after a prolonged dis- 
cussion the question was decided in the 
negative, in view oi the usual assistance 
from the city not being forthcoming, 
and also of the unforeseen difficulties 
which had militated against ex- 
pectations in other directions. it 
It is believed that by not holding an 
exhibition this year all difficulties now 
in the way will be removed, and that 
the special privileges not obtainable at 
present will then be willingly accorded 
next autumn.

All the members except Aid. Par- 
tridge were present at the regular meet- 
ing of the city council last evening, 
Mayor Heaven presiding. Another chap- 
ter of bridge correspondence was read as 
the first business. A letter from the 
tramway company's solicitor a enclosed a 
cheque for $775 for repairs to the James 
Hay bridge — this payment being without 
prejudice to the company's rights in the 
past and future. Aid. Humphrey ex- 
pressed surprise that though the cheque 
had been received on the 24th, the repairs 
have not yet been commenced, and the 
Mayor said he too thought the work 
ought to have been gone on withatonce. 
The letter was filed, and the Engineer 
will be requested to commence the 
work immediately. 

A second letter from the company s 
solicitors referred to the plans for the 
proposed Point Ellice bridge, and stated 
that before undertaking to pay 75 per 
cent, of the cost they would require that 
the plana he to the satisfaction of Mr. 
Bell, O.K., as well as Mr. AVilniot. It 
being explained that the city already 
clearly under8tood;that, the writers of 
the letter will be informed to that effect, 

A letter from the city solicitor inform- 
ing the council of the application for an 
injunction to stay proceedings on the 
pile bridge at Point Ellice was duly 
iiled. 

The City Engineer reported that the 
additional" stringers necessary to make 
the Rock Bay bridge safe for tramear 
traffic have been put in, and the maxi- 
mum safe weight for loaded cars is now 
i'j, tons. From discussion following it 
appeared that while the company paid 
in the estimated cost, $75, the work bus 
reallv cost a good deal more. The com- 
pany will be notified that the bridge is 
now open for tramway tralfic upon the 
same conditions as those already stipu- 
lated with respect to the .lames Buy 
bridge. 

CHINESE COMI-KTITIOS. 

Resolutions from the anti-Mongolian 
executive committee, ouerat ing in the 
city of Vancouver, asking the co- 
operation of the Victoria council, were 
read. Aid. Wilson moved that the 
actions of the petitioners be approved, 
and that the co-operation asked for he 
promised. This was seconded by Aid. 
Humphrey. 

Ald. Macjiillas argued at consider- 
able length against the resolution ; and 
spoke as on a former occasion 
against what he called " stigma- 
tizing a race whom 1 recog- 
nize as being equally the creation 
of the same god." He thought the 
white race capable of competing against 
the Chinese or any other race, and if 
we commence with the Chinese anil 
then proceed to the Japanese, he feared 
we should be tempted to go on and, as 
in the United States, strive to exclude 
other races also. As a peroration, after 
some remarks about monopolies, he de- 
clared that " mere Chinese exclusion is 
a farce and a fraud which should not be 
countenanced by workingmen any- 
where." 

Ald. Glover differed from this 
opinion ; he thought that the laboring 
element in this country would support 
Chinese exclusion every time. 

Ald, March ant could not endorse 
Aid. Macrnillan's conclusions, but 
neither could he endorse the allegation 
of the anti-Mongolian society that the 
Chinese are more immoral than oirr own 
white people. The drunkenness of the 
whites he considered quite aB bad as the 
opium habit of the Chinese, who are not 
seen drunk on the streets like the whites. 
He considered the Chinese just as capa- 
ble as the white men of engaging in 
manufacturing and in railway en terprise, 
and he felt that when the Chinese come 
into competition with them the capital-

The resolution was then carried, Aid. 
Macmilhm and Tiarlts voting corrtrary. 

A communication from the City En- 
gineer on the subject of the surface drain 
now being laid on Stanley avenue, after- 
some discussion brought a resolution de- 
claring that the persons interested be in- 
formed that water-closets must not be 
connected with this drain. 

The sewerage committee reported the 
receipt of tenders for sewer 
pipes, from J. W. Keller at 
ISO cents for fl-inclr and 35'., cents 
for 10-inch ; and from the B.C. Pottery 
Co. at 30 cents for 9-inch and 38 cents 
for 10-inch. The report, signed by two 
members of the committee, recommend- 
ed the acceptance of .Mr. Keller's tender, 
being the lowest. Agreed to. 

A report frotrr the streets committee 
amongst other things recommended that 
permission be given to the Terra Cotta 
company to lay a brick sidewalk oppo- 
site the Five Sisters' block. The com- 
pany, it was subsequently stated, wish 
to lay this as an advertisement. 

The special committee who had ex- 
imined the petition for a by-law to pro- 
vide for a permanent bridge across Vic- 
toria Arm reported the signatures to be 
ufficient, but raised the technical ob- 
jection that, whereas the petitioners sub- 
mit al ternative propositions only one of 
these could be incorporated in any by- 
law to be submitted. The report was re- 
ceived and filed. 

Ald. Cameron called attention to what 
be considered an error in the Rates and 
Taxes by-law as advertised in the Times, 
where it appeared in sections .'! and 4 as 
if a rate had been levied on improve- 
ments as well as on land for board of 
health and educational purposes. 

The Mayor, after examining the paper 
sent up to him, said the sections read 
just as passed by the council. 

Several aldermen stated that their 
recollection was to the contrary effect, 
and produced their type written copies 
of the by-law as evidence. 

The Mayor said these were copies of 
the by-law as introduced not as passed. 
The amendments were made in commit- 
tee, and be had before him the original 
resolution. 

Ald. Marchant argued at great 
length that they had not been passed or 
rend to the council. 

The aldermen were still by turns pre- 
senting their recollections of the case, 
when Aid. Williams moved the adjourn- 
ment and the council rjse at 10:40 p.m.

A Fleet of Four Lumber Vessels 
Arrive— Special Northern 
Pacific Service. 



The " Maude " Reports no Salmon 
Run as Yet on the West 
Coast. 



During the last forty-eight hours a 
fleet of four lumber vessels has arrived 
in Esquimalt, some fororders and others 
for British Columbia cargoes. One 
which arrived on Sunday night is the 
Chilian bark Guinevere. She is out 55 
days from Chili ami reports a fine pas- 
sage, with head winds pretty much 
throughout. Her skipper, Capt. Buis- 
elle, is a young Chilian who cannot 
speak a word of English and who is 
obliged to employ an interpreter 
in all foreign business transac- 
tions. He will load at Chemainua 
for Valparaiso on owners' account. 
Another of the quartette, the British 
Bnip Dundee, which was reported com- 
ing up the Straits on Saturday after a 55 
day voyage, hails from Kobe and is un- 
der charter to load at Port Blakeley for 
the United Kingdom. The German bark 
Magallauro, still another of the fleet, 
reports a tine passage of 59 days from 
Iquiqui. She goes to Vancouver to load 
for the South American west coast. Tbe 
bark Richard III reached Royal Roads 
on Sunday morning, bringing from Ko- 
diak, Alaska, a number of discouraged 
fortune seekers. She made a smart voy- 
age to port, covering the distance in ex- 
actly eight days. She is in ballast and 
will await orders here. 

THE "maude" returns. 

Expectations of the long desired 
salmon run at Nootka and Clayoquot on 
the West Coast have not yet been re- 
alized, and the canneries still remain in 
idleness, though ready for the arrival of 
the fish. The Maude, bringing this 
news, reached port from her regular 
coast run yesterday morning.

Court of Crown Cases Reserved De 
cides That Creech and Garrow 
Were Rightly Convicted. 



Chief Justice Davie Gives Each 
Prisoner a Term of Three 
Months' Imprisonment. 



The court of Crown Cases Kesorved yes- 
terday sustained the verdict of the jury, 
who, at the last assizes, brought in a 
verdict of manslaughter against Dr. 
Garrow and Harry Creech, in connec- 
tion with the death of Mary Ellen Janes. 
The prisoners were forthwith sentenced 
to a term of three month'B imprison- 
me nt. 

The following was the written judg- 
ment read yesterday by Mr. Justice Mc- 
Creight, the Chief Justice and Mr. 
Justice Walkem concurring: 

In this case it was contended tbo evi- 
dence of the cause of death was not suffi- 
cient, and that tbe prisoners were not 
sufficiently proved to have been connect- 
ed with it. A case of Reg. v. Morpby, 
8 tj. B. D., 571, was relied upon, among 
other authorities (where a man was in- 
dicted for manslaughter in neglecting to 
procure medical aid for his child), as 
strongly supporting his view. But in 
that case, no medical man haw the de- 
ceased during life; the only modioli 
witness (who hud tnado a post mortem) 
coulJ say no more than that " in 
11 io opinion the chances of life 
would have been increased by hav- 
ing medical advice; that life might 
possibly have been prolonged thereby, 
or indeed might probably have been, but 
that he could not say that it would or 
indeed that it would probably have been 
prolonged thereby." In the present case, 
besides the post mortem the deceased was 
attended by three medical men, wdio 
diagnosed her case as one of blood pois- 
oning, and one of them stated that the 
symptoms pointed to a miscarriage, the 
girl having been pregnant about six 
weeks or two months. He was of opin- 
ion that the girl was then suffering from 
blood poisoning caused by a decomposi- 
tion consequent upon miscarriage, but 
neither he nor any of the medical wit- 
nesses would state positively that it was 
a case of miscarriage or that there wns 
blood poisoning or that the girl had ever 
been pregnant. 

However, the surrounding circum- 
stances stated in the special ease furn- 
ished a great deal of light (see Roscoe 
Criminal Evid. 11th ed., pages 710,711, 
under the title " proof of the means of 
killing,") and corroborate the views of 
tbe medical witnesses so distinctly that 
I think the learned Chief Justice had no 
choice but to leave the ease to the jury. 
In Reg. v. Burton, Dearsley's Crown 
Cases at page 281, Mr. Justice Maulo 
points out that there is no rule that the 
corpus delicti would be expressly 
proved in every case, though 
Lord Hale's caution in this respect 
Bhotild he attended to in cases of 
murder where the disappearance of the 
supposed murdered man is consistent 
with bis boing still alive. The only 
question which is left to the Court in 
this case is whether or not the case 
should have been withdrawn from tbe 
jury, and I do not think it would have 
been right to withdraw it from thein. I 
may add that I am far from suggesting 
that they were not warranted in arriving 
at their verdict, and I think the convic- 
tion must be affirmed. 

After the judgment of tbo court tbe 
Chief Justice asked the prisoners if they 
had anything to say wdiy sentence should 
not be pronounced. 

Thereupon Dr. Garrow made a speech 
of some length in which he claimed that 
the case against, him was the result of 
a conspiracy, and that some of the med- 
ical evidence against him was false. 
Then he wanted to read a medical auth- 
ority, but the court stopped him, saying 
that the merits of the case had already 
been decided by the verdict of the jury 
and the decision of the court. 

Mr. S. Perry Mills for Creech asked 
that, in view of the time hia client bad 
already been in jail am' as the cause of 
death had only been judged from sur- 
rounding circumstances, and was cloud- 
ed in mystery, a heavy sentence be not 
passed. 

Mr. Frank Higgins, counsel for Dr. 
Garrow, also put in a plea for his client. 
He had, he said, suffered severely al- 
ready, his profession was virtually taken 
away from him, and the Court was 
asked to remember that the jury had 
made a recommendation for mercy. 

The Chief Justice in delivering sen- 
tence said that he could not agree that 
there was any mystery in the case. As 
pointed {out by the judgment just de- 
livered, tbo surrounding circumstances 
of the case were such as to exclude all 
doubt. The defence set up by tbo pris- 
oner at- the trial was at direct vari- 
ance with his statement at the cor- 
oner's inquisition, which for technical 
reasons could notbeoffered against him. 
Regarding Dr. Garrow, he doubted not 
that a motive of misconceived sympathy 
had led him to the commission of the 
act, which was looked upon altogether 
too lightly. Criminal abortion was 
nothing short of murder, according to 
this moral law, and a very serious crime 
by the laws of man. The eil'ect of this 
conviction will be to impress this fact 
on the minds of those wdio think such 
practices allowable. 

The jury had strongly recommended 
the prisoners to mercy, and he was 
bound to give effect to their recommen- 
dation. They had doubtless based their 
recommendation upon the fact that 
the prisoners had already been 
severely punished, and that no 
term of imprisonment, however 
lengthened, could equal the anguish of 
mind of the prisoner Creech in contem- 
plating the result of his act ; and as for 
the prisoner Garrow, Mr. Higgins' re- 
marks on his behalf were worthy of con- 
sideration, and justified effect being 
given to the jury's recommendation. 

The sontenco of the Court upon each 
prisoner was three months' imprison- 
ment.

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Hon. Edward Blake's Speech at the 
Dominion Day Dinner in 
London. 



Their Functions— A Double, a High 
and at Times Very Diili- 
cult Task. 



Among the speeches made at the Do- 
minion day dinner in London was one 
by Hon. Edward Blake. In proposing 
the toast of " the Governors-General 
past and present," he said 

" I am fortunate, if anything about 
after-dinner speaking can be called for- 
tunate, in the character of the toast I 
am invited to propose, because it is a 
toast which can be offered and, I am 
sure, will be received, not merely with 
good humor and politeness, but with ab- 
solute sincerity and truth. If, for ex- 
ample, I had been asked to propose the 
toast of the past and present and, let us 
add, the coming ministers of Canada, j 
have no doubt that toast would have 
been received with cood humor and po- 
liteness, but we should all have had a 
certain sense of unreality in dealing 
with it, recalling ub it must do the fact 
that there were a good many of those ad- 
ministrations to which we have wished 
an early death (laughter), that there 
wore some which we helped to kill, and 
that there was one, perhaps, that some 
of us had wished should die before it 
came to birth. (Renewed laughter.) My 
happier lot is to propose a toast on which 
we can agree ox animo to join — the toast 
of those gentlemen past and that gentle- 
man present who have from time to 
time, as the representatives of Her Ma- 
jeBty and the constitutional rulers of the 
country, been charged with the respon- 
sibility of accepting and placing full 
confidence in those advisers whom the 
wisdom or the folly of the nation from 
time to time has imposed upon them. 
(Laughter.)

However short my experience may 
have been of governors-general in the 
capacity of adviser, this qualification, at 
any rate, an advanced age has allowed 
me — I have had the honor and happi- 
ness of knowing no less than eight con- 
stitutional monarcbs of my country. It 
is forty-eifcht years since I first as a lad 
made the acquaintance of a Governor- 
General of Canada — a Governor-General 
of pre-Confederation Canada, it is true, 
but Canada for all that. He was a man 
who had a great opportunity, and who 
rose to that opportunity. I refer to the 
late Lord Elgin, a ruler not unfit to be 
mentioned on equal terms with any 
other Governor-General of that country. 
(Hear, hear.) It was his good fortune 
to be called upon to set upon firm foun- 
dation tl e great principle of responsible 
governmt nt, to which we owe our polit- 
ical content with reference to our man- 
agement of our own local affairs ami 
with reference to our relations with the 
Mother Land. (Cheers.) His business 
it was, and admirably he fulfilled it, to 
lay upon solid foundations that princi- 
ple. He assumed, in the phrase which 
will not soon be forgotten, the position, 
with reference to contending parties, of 
dignified neutrality, and he found him- 
self and placed himself constantly in 
the position to receive and ho received 
by all parties in the countrv upon a 
footing of equal kindness, confidence 
and cordiality. (Hear, hear.) He lived 
in stirring times. The world re- 
volves and opinions revolve too. We 
hear a great deal to-day of

about which smooth words are said, and 
we see something of strong acts at the 
same time perpetually forbidding the 
importation of live stock. (Cheers and 
laughter.) But some of us who talk of 
these things and see these things done, 
do not perhaps remember with equal 
vividness that fifty years ago Canadian 
corn and Canadian timber had prefer- 
ential advantages over the corn and tim- 
ber of the Crimea and the Baltic. 
( Hear, hear ) Aye, but they were taken 
away and , of course, as in all commer- 
cial change", great temporary injury, 
disadvantage, and discontent ensued; 
and it was with that condition of things 
•—so active and acute that it promoted a 
wish even for political change — that am- 
ongst other disturbances Lord Elgin had 
to deal. He had to deal also with a 
political convulsion no less acute, oc- 
casioned by an act which at this distance 
of time we may speak of without any 
dread of rekindling party passions. The 
houses of parliament were burned, and 
Lord Elgin was stoned in the streets be- [ 
cause he believed it to be his constitu- 
tional duty to assent to a bill passed by 
the house, and be bail to overcome 
odium, insult and attack on that ac- 
count. He showed, under these condi- 
tions, a dignity and patience, firmness 
and consideration, toleration and for- 
bearance, beyond all praise, so as 
in a very few years to gain the 
confidence, aye, "and the attachment 
of the whole people of Canada, 
including those most prominent in those 
early attacks. (Hear, hear.) He also 
showed great qualities with reference to 
the commercial and fiscal condition of 
our countrv, though it was seriously im- 
paired bv the changes to which I have 
referred." Ho was entrusted with the 
.lutv of negotiating a treaty for promot- 
Unc" trade relations between the two 
neighboring countries of Canada and the 
United States, and he succeeded by his 
tact, his capacity and powers of persua- 
sion , in negotiating a treaty of advan- 
tage to both countries, but naturally, 
perhaps, of more advantage to the 
smaller than to the greater. 

THE USES OF A GOVERNOR-GENERAL. 

Of all of Lord Elgin's successors I have, 
as I said, known a little, and with some 
of them I have had the honor of a more 
intimate acquaintance— names bo well 
known in our country as Elgin and 
Head, Lisgar and Monck, Dufferin and 
Lome, l.ansdowne, Stanley and Aber- 
deen. (Cheers.) The more things be- 
came settled with us, the more plainly 



) have regard to the interests of the 
country, and the advice of li is ministers 
and also to imperial interests, and it is 
his business — and often difficult and 
delicate it is — to attempt to reconcile 
theso sometimes apparently conflicting 
interests so that all things may work 
smoothly. I can recall incidents in tho 
case of almost every one of theso con 
stitutional monarcbs of considerable 
difficulty and complexity, in which the 
highest qualities were required and were 
as a rule exhibited ; and there are n timer 
oua occasions of which the public know- 
nothing in which the Governor-General 
has had a function to discharge all tho 
more important because done silently, 
in privacy and the end accomplished 
without any notice or public agitation 
whatever. (Hear, hear.) Our Gover- 
nors-General in one sense, and happily, 
from my point of view, are the weakest 
heads of constitutional executives in the 
world, and the most dependent on their 
advisers. They come

to the people over whom they are to 
rule. They come for a comparatively 
short period of time. They come with- 
out the advantage of connections or the 
opportunity of giving honors, without 
the advantage of a concentrated popu- 
lation to whom their presence and 
capacities may make ceremonious ad 
Less, and therefore, you may add, with 
out any of those advantages which belong 
ordinarily to the head of a constitutional 
executive. But they come, on the 
other hand, with the good-will pre- 
ngaged of the people over whom 
hoy aro to rule — (bear, hear) — pre 
engaged because they come as the repre 
sentatives of that Sovereign during 
whose beneficent reign tho large liber 
ties of the Canadian people have been 
acquired and enlarged (cheers), becaueo 
they come not as the friends of one 
party or the other, but as the real friends 
of all parties, prepared to deal equally 
and fairly by all, anil to accord a like 
measure of confidence to every states 
man of whatever side whom the voice of 
bis country may recommend. They 
come as the rulers of a people without 
hereditary distinctions, without any 
marked differences of social scale, rank 
or wealth, hut who enjoy to a large ex- 
tent that old blessed lot " give me 
neither poverty nor riches," who have 
long loved and cherished the blessings of 
political freedom. And they have an 
unequalled opportunity of one kind. 
There is no Buch platform as the Gov- 
ernor-General of Canada has among a 
people uncommonly fond of listening to 
public speaking (laughter); and if I have 
one word of complaint to make it is 
that they have used it too frequently 
for indiscriminate laudation (laugh- 
ter) and not as often as I could 
have desired for a little whole- 
Bomo advice. (Renewed laughter 
and hear, hear.) They have all 
bad opportunities — some greater than 
others— and they have generally used 
these opportunities well. They have 
seemed to me to be sincerely impressed 
with a high sense of public duty, and 
more and more wo have seen their rule, 
enlarged, strengthened, confirmed and 
maintaine 1 under the great blessing of 
local sell-government according to the 
British system. (Cheers.) 

some cock-and-huli, story. 
I only mention in order to dismiss as 
an outrageous calumny some cock-and- 
bull story which I have read in the news- 
papers of some Governor not long since 
having been told by bis advisers that 
they could not ofl'er him any advice 
upon some matter for which they were 
responsible, and of some Colonial Secre- 
tary having told him that, instead of 
seeking advice where lie could find it 
and until he had found it, he 
should act himself under these 
circumstances upon his own judg- 
ment. This cannot be true. Such 
doctrines belong to remote days long 
since past and exploded, and as unten- 
able and impossible in Canada as in this 
country. 1 ask you, then, to drihk the 
health of|the Governor-Generals past and 
present. As to the present Governor- 
General, I have had the honor of his 
friendship (or some years, and I have 
had the honor of knowing his amiable 
consort, and I believe it may be saiii of 
both that there are no two persons of 
high station and great rank who are 
moreabsolutely impressed with the con- 
sciousness of the duty which they owe to 
their station and rank and of the responsi 
bility which accompanies power, and who 
are more assiduous in the effort according 
to the beat of their ability to devote to 
the public service the power with which 
they are entrusted. (Cheers.) We have 
here present one of the past Governor- 
Generals whose friendship, if I may say 
so, I have had the honor to enjoy, lie 
also, with an absolute sincerity, with a 
cheerful alacrity, with a love which 
seemed to grow for the country in which 
bis lot was temporarily cast.did his duty 
bv Canada, and to him who is a de- 
scendant of that Duke of Argyll who was 
the first to state fairly in the legislature 
of this country the priceless doctrine of 
responsible government, to which I 
have more than once alluded — to him 
who brought to our shores the beloved 
daughter of our beloved Queen (cheers) 
— we are indebted not only for 
what he did for us while he 
was with us, but for that interest in, and 
affection for, the country which he has 
exhibited since he left our shores. (Re- 
newed cheers.) He has been promoted 
since then to the House of Commons— (a 
voice, " Is it promotion? ") — to a post, 
which cannot bo obtained and cannot be 
kept "without dust and heat, without 
sweat and occasional tumbles," and 1 
have not the least doubt in the world, 
though I confess I was not there to see, 
that he was up till half paBt eight, on 
Tuesday morning passing the tellers in 
the division lobby instead of passing 
orders in council in the cabinet chamber 
and sustaining an administration by his 
vote instead of creating ministers by his 
mandate. (Laughter and cheers.) Thus, 
as in his former occupation, he plays his 
part according to his light in that great 
theatre which is the centre of political 
interest the world over, in that assembly 
which, with all its faults and failings, is 
the most interesting in the world— 
(clieera)— which is at once the most im- 
portant and interesting, the most dram- 
atic and emotional, tho most wearying 
and fatiguing— (laughter)— tho moat ex- 
cited and unrestrained, the most digni- 
fied and self-contained, the most far-

Northern Canneries Makim; Up for 
Lost Time— Nineteen Hour 
Working' Day. 



Uiiprecedentedly Large i'ack— Wag-es 
From SIB to $.'J0 Per Day 
Earned. 



Good ne we from the North was brought 
by the G. P. N. steamship Danube, Capt. 
Meyer, arriving on Sunday night, to the 
elt'ect that an enormous salmon run is 
now on in the North, and that all the 
canneries are reaping a great harvest. 
The news, coming as in marked contrast 
to everything heretofore received, was 
decidedly pleasant information to 
the many Victorians who have lishing 
interests in the North. It came, too, as 
a kind o( encouragement to shippers 
who. in view of the unsuccessful season 
on the eraser, and of the strike or scarci- 
ty of tiall previously reported from the 
North, were beginning to calculate upon 
an exceedingly small amount of tonnage 
to handle the catch this year. Gap- 
tain Meyer estimates the total 
pack in the North up to the time 
he left there to be 160,000 cases. This is 
within 5,liU0 cases of last year's catch 
and it is only two-thirds of the amount 
expected in view of present indications. 
The great run of fish, which is now diffi- 
cult for the canners to handle, com- 
menced on the 10th Inst, and since then 
the day'B work of the employes has 
lasted from four in the morning until 
eleven at night. The weather has been 
delightfully mild and clear and the 
waters murky, This latter condition is 
exactly as fishermen would have it. for 
when the water is clear, particularly on 
the Skeena, the salmon are wary of the 
nets and cannot be readily caught. At 
Rivers Inlet, for the past week the can- 
neries have been overrun with fish, 
and once or twice it has been ne- 
cessary to call in all the boats 
in order to dispose of an over-stock of 
fish. The fishermen have been earning 
a wage of from iflB to $80, and Indian 
women who have been employed in the 
canneries have been making from $2 to 
$3 for nineteen hours' work. So great 
uive been tho hauls made by some 
fishermen that on two or three 
occasions they have been obliged 
to call in the assistance of the 
tug Chieftain to take their nets ashore.
